TOWN WARRANT 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
Worcester, ss. 


To either Constable of the Town of Hopedale, in said County, 
Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are 
hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 
Town qualified by law to vote in Town affairs to meet at the 
Town Hall on Monday, the first day of March next, punctually 
at 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon (the polls may be closed at 
1 o’clock in the afternoon on said day of meeting), to act upon 
the following articles, namely: 
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Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing, including the following officers: Town Clerk, 
Treasurer, Collector, one Selectman for three years, one 
Assessor for three years, one Road Commissioner for three 
years, one Road Commissioner for one year, one member of 
the School Committee for three years, one Library Trustee 
for three years, one Park Commissioner for three years, one 
Comissioner of Trust Funds for three years, five Constables, 
and a Tree Warden. 


Article 3. To hear and act upon the report of the 
Selectmen, Board of Public Welfare, School Committee, En- 
gineers of the Fire Department, and any other officers and 
committees of said Town. 


Article 4. To raise and appropriate or appropriate from 
any surplus or available funds in the treasury, such sum or 
sums of money as may be deemed necessary to defray Town 
charges for the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
town treasurer, with the approval of the selectmen, to bor- 
row money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue 
of the financial year beginning January 1, 1954, and to issue 
a note or notes therefor, payable within one year and to renew 
any note or notes as may be given for a period of less than 
one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, General 
Laws. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money on and after January 1, 1955, in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1955. 
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Article 7. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
three hundred twenty-five dollars ($325) toward defraying 
the expenses of Memorial Day. 


Article 8. To see what disposition the Town will make 
of money refunded from the county on account of the dog tax. 


Article 9. To see what salary and compensation the 
Town will allow each elected Town Officer for his services. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to take charge of all legal proceedings for or against 
the Town. 


Article 11. To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise and appropriate for Insect Pest Control. 


Article 12. To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise and appropriate for the suppression of Dutch Elm 
Disease. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
a sum or sums of money for a Reserve Fund. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to accept and 
allow the laying out of a town way to be known as Driftway, 
said way running westerly from Dutcher Street over land now 
comprising and coinciding with the present private way known 
as Driftway, as reported by the Road Commissioners, to raise 
and appropriate a sum or sums of money to defray the cost 
thereof, and to authorize the Selectmen to acquire by eminent 
domain or otherwise the land for said way and to appropriate 
from any available funds a sum of money to pay such damages 
therefor as may be assessed, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 
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Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
continuance of the engineering survey and architect’s plans 
for a new grade school and to raise and appropriate a sum or 
sums of money to defray the cost of such engineering and 
architect’s services. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $200 for the purpose of taking the 
State Census as of January 1, 1955, in accordance with Chap- 
ter 9, Section 7, of the General Laws. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum or sums of money for the improvement of 
Mendon Street, Chapter 90 Construction, said money to be 
used with money allotted by the State and County for said 
purpose and to be expended under the supervision of the 
Selectmen, and to authorize the Selectmen on behalf of the 
Town to enter into any contracts or agreements in regard to 
said improvement or construction, or take any action in rela- 
tion thereto. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum or sums of money for the maintenance of 
Mendon Street, Chapter 90 Construction, said money to be 
used with money allotted by the State and County for said 
purpose and to be expended under the supervision of the 
Selectmen, and to authorize the Selectmen on behalf of the 
Town to enter into any contracts or agreements in regard to 
said maintenance, or take any action in relation thereto. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $23,197.50 for water installations on 
Green Street, extending approximately 3,480 feet, said in- 
stallations consisting of eight-inch water pipe and five hy- 
drants, for the distribution of water to the estates and inhabi- 
tants of said Green Street. Water to be installed in 1954. 
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Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for water installations, including hydrants, the 
sum of $4,558.70 for water installations on Mellen Street, 
extending approximately 818 feet, said installations consisting 
of six-inch water pipe and one hydrant, and the sum of 
$7,144.45 for water installations on Warfield Street for a 
distance of approximately 1,343 feet, said installations to con- 
sist of six-inch water pipe and two hydrants, for the distri- 
bution of water to the estates and inhabitants of said Mellen 
Street and Warfield Street, said water to be purchased from 
the Milford Water Company and to do anything in relation 
thereto. 


And you are hereby directed to serve this Warrant by 
posting up attested copies thereof in at least four public places 
in said Town, seven days at least before the time set for said 
meeting.

REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL BUILDING NEEDS COMMITTEE 


Mr. Moderator: 


The School Building Needs Committee was appointed by 
the Town in March 1953, and its objective was to investigate 
whether the Town needed additional school facilities, and in 
particular, whether the Town needed a new school building. 
The committee consists of Mrs. Edward Horton, Mr. William 
K. Child, Mr. Hamilton W. Thayer and Mr. John W. Hutch- 
inson. Mr. Donald S. Dow, the School Superintendent has also 
served with the committee, not as a member of the committee, 
but because of his position in our school system. 


After a preliminary but thorough investigation, it was 
readily decided that existing school facilities were not ade- 
quate to handle the present school population. Naturally, it 
was obvious that new facilities in the form of a new build- 
ing should be provided. To enable the committee to plan 
adequately for this building, Rich and Tucker, a firm of Bos- 
ton Architects was hired to serve as the architects for our 


project. This firm has built and is building, many schools in 
Massachusetts. 


As most of you probably know, there is in the State of 
Massachusetts, a Commission which is known as the Massa- 
chusetts State Building Commission. This commission is in 
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charge of awarding State funds to various towns and cities 
in Massachusetts, only for the erection and equipping of 
school buildings. Your Building Needs Committee consulted 
with this commission from the very beginning of the Com- 
mittee’s existence. In order for the Town of Hopedale to re- 
ceive funds from the State agency, it is necessary to have 
their approval on all phases of the prospective school. That 
is, they must give their approval to the selection of the site, 
the adequacy of the building, the equipment that is placed in 
the building, and in general, every phase of the project. I 
might say that this commission has been very exacting in its 
demands and that all of its recommendations have been justi- 
fied. One of our first considerations was the selection of a 
site. Numerous sites in various parts of the Town were 
surveyed in company with the architect and with represen- 
tatives of the State School Building Aid Commission. The site 
which was finally selected, after due consideration, is what 
is commonly known as the “Clare Draper Estate,” which is 
situated on Adin Street. The selection for a site for a build- 
ing of this nature is a complicated process and the final selec- 
tion of one, is probably not satisfactory to all concerned. 
However, in view of all the many factors that must be con- 
sidered, the Adin Street site definitely emerged as the best 
possibility. The land is to be donated to the Town of Hope- 
dale by the Draper Corporation. 


Following the selection of the site, our architect pre- 
pared sketches, and finally a set of plans, which were accept- 
able to the committee. Before these final plans were drawn, 
many and varied changes were made. It would be difficult to 
stress just how thorough the committee and the architect 
have tried to be in achieving a practical school. This school, 
the committee feels, is a well-designed, compact utilitarian 
type of building, which will provide our children with all of 
the essential necessities for adequate education. Equipment- 
wise, all of the features which constitute a first-class school 
building have been incorporated. 
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Once the school had been designed to the committee’s 
satisfaction, bids were advertised and received for the build- 
ing. As schools go, our school is termed a small school, at 
least in terms of construction. Yet, we were able to attract 
14 different bidders on the school and are satisfied that we 
have received a fine set of figures from a reputable group of 
contractors. Because of this, the committee is recommending 
that the lowest bid be accepted. We further feel that the 
school can be built, equipped for a sum of not more than 
$375,000.00. It is the recommendation of the School Building 
Needs Committee that the Town approve this request. 


Finally, this committee does not have the power to put 
the following recommendation into effect: It is the joint 
recommendation of this committee, and of the School Com- 
mittee, that the Town consider seriously dedicating the 
school in honor of our Veterans who have served in past 
wars. We would also recommend that an article be placed in 
next year’s Town Warrant to this effect, and that at the same 
time, a sum of money be approved to provide and install an 
adequate plaque, dedicating the building to this cause.

TOWN MEETING, NOVEMBER 2, 1954 


Pursuant to Warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale, duly qualified by law to vote in elections and in 
Town affairs, met at Town Hall on November 2, 1954, and 
punctually at seven o’clock in the forenoon, were called to 
order by the Town Clerk who read the Warrant, after which 
the polls were declared open.

VITAL STATISTICS 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine 
the following lists and if any errors or omissions are dis- 
covered report them at once to the town clerk, that the record 
may be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of 
Vital Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts 
from the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 8. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of the 
birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge show- 
ing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, its 
sex and color, the name, age, birth place, occupation and resi- 
dence (including the street number, if any) of each parent, 
the maiden name of the mother and the name of the physician 
or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. If the child 
is illegitimate, the names of and other facts relating to the 
father shall not be set forth except upon written request of 
both the father and mother. Said physician or officer shall, 
within fifteen days after such birth, mail or deliver to the 
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clerk or register of the town where such birth occurred, a re- 
port stating the facts herein above required to be shown on 
said record and also the said written request, if any provided, 
that if said report is not so made within forty-eight hours 
after such birth, said physician or officer shall, within said 
forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to said clerk, or registrar 
a notice stating the date and place of the birth, the street 
number, if any, the ward number, if in a city, and the family 
name. Upon presentation to him of a certificate of the town 
clerk stating that any such birth has been duly reported, the 
town treasurer shall pay to such physician or officer a fee 
of twenty-five cents for each birth so reported. Any physician 
or any such officer violating any provision of this section shall 
forfeit not more than twenty-five dollars. 


Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which a 
child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such birth, shall furnish the same upon re- 
quest of the clerk of the town where such child was born or 
its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. Such 
member or servant refusing to furnish such facts shall be 
punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parent, within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every householder, within forty days after a birth 
in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk 
of the town where such child is born. Every householder in 
whose house a death occurs and the oldest next of kin of a 
deceased person in the town where the death occurs shall, 
within five days thereafter, cause notice thereof to be given 
to the board of health.

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REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


No pupil may enter the kindergarten unless he will be 
five years old on or before December 31. New pupils will be 
registered in May. 


No pupil may enter grade one unless he will be six years 
old on or before December 31. 


When a pupil first enters the public schools of the Town 
of Hopedale he must present a birth certificate and a vaccina- 
tion certificate. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of any 
contagious disease shall not return to school unless he has 
secured from the attending physician, or the school physician, 
or his representative, a health certificate stating that all dan- 
ger of contagion is over. 


The No-School signal is 2-2-2-2. When the No-School 
signal is sounded at 7:15 A.M., it closes all schools for all day. 
When the No-School signal is sounded at 7:30 A.M., it closes 
the Kindergarten and grades one through six for all day, but 
the junior and senior high schools will be in session. When the 
No-School signal is sounded at 12:30 P.M., it closes the kinder- 
garten and grades one through six for the afternoon. An 
effort will be made to have the signal announced on radio sta- 
tions WTAG, WBZ and WKOX.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The Librarian respectfully submits the sixty-ninth annual 
report. 


The year 1954 has been one of changes for The Bancroft 
Memorial Library. The building itself experienced some 
worthwhile improvements, but the Board of Trustees and staff 
suffered the loss of personalities who have given unsparingly 
of their time and effort in the Library’s behalf. Rev. JB Hollis 
Tegarden, a member of the Board, died in April, thus depriv- 
ing Hopedale of an outstanding citizen and minister of unusual 
talents. He was replaced as Trustee by Mr. Robert Whitman. 
In July, Mrs. Edna Damon passed away after serving as 
Assistant Librarian for ten years. Mrs. Damon had been 
most conscientious in her library work, oftentimes to the 
detriment of her own health. Last year Mrs. Rachel C. Day 
ended her years of service as Librarian due to compulsory 
retirement rules. Mrs. Day’s accomplishments are worthy 
of special notice and account for great progress made under 
her guidance. Her work with the schools, the story hours, and 
her friendly contacts with the children themselves made the 
Children’s Room the well-patronized place it is. Mrs. Day 
now is Librarian at Emerson College in Boston. 


The maintenance of the library property has involved 
numerous repairs during 1954. The major project was the 
renovation of the Children’s Room. The transformation was 
brought about by repainting the walls and adding fluorescent 
lights. Leaks have been repaired in the roof, trimmings of 
the building painted and a gold leaf sign over the door en- 
trance reading The Bancroft Memorial Library. All these 
improvements have been the source of much favorable com- 
ment. 


Our Children’s Room has had an active year. Mrs. Hat- 
tersley, the Children’s Librarian, reports that the distribution 
of books in the schools shows a large increase, fiction 2,127, 
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non-fiction 818. Again this year the Children’s Library 
awarded Honor Certificates to the boys and girls in the ele- 
mentary grades who reported on twenty books from the graded 
lists. Five well-attended story-hours have been held. Dur- 
ing Book Week in November classes from the schools visited 
the Children’s Room with their teachers. New Books were on 
display and book reviews were given. A Book Report con- 
test, sponsored by the Literature and Drama Committee of 
the Hopedale Community House Woman’s Club, under the 
chairmanship of Mrs. Harold Stearns, was a new and well- 
received feature, to be repeated another year. 


Branch Librarian, Mrs. Constance Jones, reports a busy 
year with a total of 2,173 books circulating. This service 
reaches many in South Hopedale who cannot easily use the 
Main Library. 


Thanks are due library friends who have read about 95 
books of fiction, appraising their value for our public’s need. 


To summarize the appended figures briefly; 126 new bor- 
rowers registered during the year, making the total number 
1,808, and the circulation was increased by 9,700, at the 
Branch the increase being 59. 


A gift to the Library means a gift to the many the 
Library serves, and we are grateful to each and everyone who 
has thought of us in this way. To Mr. Harry A. Billings 
again we say thank you for your very generous gift of chil- 
dren’s books given in memory of Mrs. Beatrice R. Billings. 


To Mr. James Young a thank-you for the Christmas tree, 
complete with trimmings and lights for the Children’s Room. 
It was especially enjoyed at the Christmas Story Hour. 


Your librarian wishes to express sincere thanks to an 
appreciative and patient public, to a loyal and co-operative 
staff, and to you, the Board of Trustees, for your support and 
guidance throughout the year.
